Th»-y  didn’t  seem  the  least  bit  scared  or 
suspicious,  but  simply  puzzled  to  account 
for  the  music  They  all  stood  Imlt  uj>- 
right.  and  jiNikUl  this  way  and  that,  and 
I  legal  1  to  sniff  the  air;  hut.  6eeing  noth* 
ing,  they  abandoned  themselves  to  their 
sensi*  of  hielody  w  ithout  reserve.  They 
Ugan  twirling  around,  swaying  their 
Is  iuls  and  waving  their  jiaws  w'ith'  a 
rhytlumeal  motion,  much  as  the  English¬ 
man  from  India  said  the  government 
elephants  sway  their  trunks  whenever 
they  hear  the  liand. 

While  going  through  these  motions 
they  were  slowly  working  their  way 
along  in  our  direction,  as  though  irresis¬ 
tibly  drawn  toward  us  by  the  musicr 
which,  of  course,  they  were,  as  by  tliis 
time  was  very  evident.  Sagebrush  quit 
playing  for  a  few  moments  just  to  we 
w  hat  they  would  do.

Young  Hofmann,  according  to 
the  |  wipers,  is  a  good  deal  of  a  corker, 
but  in  his  particular  line  you  etui  lx*t 
your  Iftittom  dollar  that  Sagebrush  can 
play  all  around  anvlxxly  that  ever  wore 
hair.  For  a  while  the  woixls  seem<*d  full 
of  music  -opulent  with  melody.  The 
first  tune  he  turned  loose  was,  “I’m  a 
Sojer.”  As  the  wild,  sweet  strains  of 
“I’m  it  Sojer”  sonred  through  the  silent 
moonlit  mountain  air,  the  listisiing  pines 
(a  j  tpcared  to  catch  up  thenotes  and  jkiss 
them  on  mid  on  until  you  Could  hear,  or 
seem  to  lipar,  them  lhwtting  away  in 
jlingirh'g  melljfluousness  for  miles. 

| Bight  there  amid  the  pines  the  English¬ 
men  allowed  t lull  the  music  was  afftch*d- 
jrnheh  tile  sitine  as  when  it  is  played  on 
the  wiiiev.  Howsotnever  that  may  lx*, 
the  mouth  organ  sounded  a  heap  mofe 
melodious  than  when  played  in  the  tent, 
and  all  agreed  that  when  Sagebrush 
liked  to  tune  himself  up  properly  he  was 
mighty  hard  to  l**;it.

I- 
iligs.  Sagebrush  played  on,  only  a  little 
quire  soft  and  ravishing  like,  and  the 
first  tiling  we  knew  the  lx*ar  was  stand¬ 
ing  Imlt  upright  underneath  liis  tree,
